Execution of General Walker. 

THE STATE Or ITALY. 

GENERAL NEW S I T E M S . 

By tho arrival of the schooner D. L. Clinch 
from San Francisco, we have been placed 
on possession of files of San Francisco pa- 
pers to the 10th instant. The news is very 
teresting, and coafirmatory of that receiv- 
ed per Overland Mail. 

California. 

The steamer John L. Stephens, with the 
mails and passengers, which left Sari Fran- 
cisco Sept. llth, was disabled about 48 
miles below Acapulco, by the bolts connect- 
ing the piston-rod of the engine to the crank- 
pin giving way, and driving the pinion thro' 
the bottom of the cylinder. With the 
assistance of the U. S. sloop of war Cyane, 
the Stephens succeeded in getting to Aca- 
pulco an the 25lh Sept., and when tlie Gol- 
den Age arrived at that port from Panama, 
was taken ill tow and brought snfely to San 
Franoisoo, The damage will cost $30,000 
to repair. Not a single person was injured 
by the accident. 

Lieut. Watkins, U. S. N., died on board 
tlis Stephens at Acapulco, on the 18th Sept., 
of consumption. He was buried with the 
usual honors on shore. 

Broderiolc's will was admitted to probate 
on the 7th Oct. MoGlynn and Butler were 
appointed executors. An application will 
be taken to the Supreme Court. 

Two hundred guns were fired from Tele- 
graph Hill by the Republicans on tlie Tth, 
Til honor of the election of Col. Baker as U. 
S. Senator from Oregon. 

Julia Dean Hayne is playing at tho San

Prince Kamehameha and suite have re- 
ceived much attention in San Francisco. 

It is reported that Jack Powers is dead. 
The story goos that he and others were to 
rob a convoy of treasure in Sonora, Mexico ;

would-be robbers: and that Jack was killed 
mid several others wounded. 

Tho States. 

Tho news from the United States is one 
day later than that received by overland 
mail ! 

The British steamer Gladiator arrived at 
New Orleans on the 27th Sept.. with the 
remnant of Walker's party. Walker was 
shot at Truxillo on tho 12lh. He received 
ten bullets, nmid the cheers of the popu- 
lace His body was decoutly buried by 
foreigners. Col. Itudler, second in com- 
mand, was sentenced to four years' impri- 
sonment. 

At Now Orleans, Sept. 29th, tho com- 
mander of tho British war-steamer Gladiator, 
was assaulted and knocked down in tho bar- 
room of tho St. Charles Hotel. 

Nino porsons were instantly killod at 
Pittsburg, Pa., Sopt. 2 ttli, by tho explosion 
of a boiler.

Dates from Europe are to the 15th of Sep- 
tember. We copy from the S. F. Bulletin'! 
dispatch : 

Italian affairs are unchanged. The 
French Ambassador at Turin had been re- 
called, as an expression of the disapproba- 
tion of Napoleon, as to the course of Sar 
ditlia 



The Italian journals express regrets that 
the King of Naples hail gone to Spain. 

Naples was tranquil. The forts had all 
surrendered to Garibaldi. The Liberator 
had exchanged interviews with the English 
Admiral and Ambassador. 

The Sardinian troops had disembarked at 
Naples, by request of Garibaldi, who trans- 
ferred the Neapolitan fleet to Sardinia. 

There were numerous desertions from 
Gaeta. 

Garibaldi was soon to proclaim the an- 
nexation of Naples to Piedmont from the 
summit of the Quirlnal, where all Italians 
will be invited to a banquet. 

Garibaldi's forces were marching on 
Ananb, where reactionary movements had 
occurred. The royalist colors were hoisted 
at Livoli, Genona and Sobraco, but the 
movement was not Fiipported by the people. 

A strong Piedmontese corps was keeping 
watch on Austria. 
Perugia was declared in a state of siege. 
The French forces at homo were to be 
increased by two regiments. Gen. Guyon 
was reinstated in command. 

A panic prevailed at Rome. An insur- 
rection had taken place in the Pupal States. 
The Papal troops were defeated by the in- 
BUrgentS, and Victor Emmanuel proclaimed 
King. Lfrbina was free. The insurrection 
was extending to the Marshes. 

Victor Emmanuel ordered the Sardinian 
troops to enter tho Marshes at Lumbril, and 
made n speech, declaring tho policy to free 
Italy from foreign adventurers, and prevent 
popular hatred from unloosing itself. 

Franco had admonished Sardinia against 
aggressions. 

Russia was seeking perfect reconciliation 
with Austria. 

Tho wheat crop in the United Kingdom 
will prove n full average. The harvest in 
England wus making good progress. 

Gorman journals state that thorc (seven 
probability thr.t the Emperor of Austria will 
shortly have another interview with an illus- 
trious personage, and the Queen of Great 
Ilritain is named as the sovereign Indicated, 
Shortly before the end of July such an 
immense swarm of loousts fell into the town 

Of Odessa that it was necessary to play fire 
engines upon tho boulevards and town gar- 
dens to drive away the unwelcome intruders. 
No OOnceptton can be formed of the extent to 
which they occupy the Hat land, and it was 
stated thftl 20,000 men were engaged in des- 
troying them. Tho insects extended In their 
course to a length of HO verts and a breadth 
of 20 verts, and woro in so advanced a con- 
dition that they woro furnished with wings. 

A letter from Trieste, in the London MoT' 
iiing War, gives an account of an extraordi- 
nary attempt on tho part of tho second cap- 
tain of the Austrian man-of-war Kaiser, to 
blow up the vessel, with every soul on board, 
the whole of the ships lying iii the neighbor 
hood, tlio yacht of the Archduke Maximilian 
and all his' company, together with tho greater 
iart of the town of Trieste. This Austrio- 
talian Guy Faux was discovered at tho 
ritical moment, and blew out bis bruins.

But we 
have serious doubts whether the law which 
bus been proposed to be enacted, is the 
evact thing we wanted. We hold that loo 
narrow a view of the question has been 
token, and that the object apparently has 
been an ly to legislate for the relief of those 
of our residents who may have contracted 
debts in California. No consideration has 
been given to the lex loci of other countries, 
or even the law of Vancouver Island. It 
is therefore but partial legislation, and de- 
serves tr> be remedied. For instance : this 
law has been introduced for the relief of 
such of our residents who may havo been in 
debt in California, or such as may be dis- 
posed to come here from that State. It has 
been made lo protect such debtors against 
their creditors ; but in doing so all foreign 
countries have been included. Yet no con- 
sideration apparently has been given to the 
time fixed in other foreign countries than 
California for the limitation of actions. Our 
limitation law which we derive from Imperial 
Statutes, fixes six years as the period within 
which actions for debt are to be brought. 
If not commenced within that period, the 
creditor is debarred from all remedy fur the 
recovery of the debt. The California act of 
limitation makes the term one year. Other 
foreign States make the term more than 
six years, and some have no act of limita- 
tion. The working of this bill, if it becomes 
law, will therefore confer mure favors on some 
uf our citizens than on others. If A contract! 
a debt in California with B, and fails to pay 
within a year, he is debarred from all remedy 
within that State. If A however takes up 
his abode here, eitherbeforeor after the expi- 
ration of a year after the debt has been 
contracted ; and if B. sues him for the reco- 
very of the debt, then A. cannot plead the 
California act of limitation as a bar to re- 
covery. Our Courts, in the present slate of 
the law, will hold that the lex loci contractus 
—the law where the debt was contracted— 
cannot he pleaded. They will hold that the 
lex loci contractus is no part of the contract. 
But that A. baring elected to come here, he 
must abide by the remedy that the law here 
provides; consequently, except he can show 
that six years have expired since the debt 
was contracted, he must pay the debt, go lo 
prison, or remain at the mercy of his credi- 
tor. It is easy to be seen, therefore, that the 
consequence would bu either to drive away 
embarrassed debtors, or prevent them Irom 
coining to the country. To remedy this evil, 
the •■ Limitation of Foreign Actions Aot" 
has been passed by the Assembly; and the 
object is good.

In fact, tho proposed law, as it is, is ex 
tremely imperfect, and perhaps withal, will 
have an entirely different effect from that eon 
temptated. We havo no definition in thj 
bill of the word "resident." Whether it means 
a person here to-day, away to-morrow, 
ono who has resided here a year or a montl 
we are not told. If by resident, is meant any 
person who lives hero for tho timo being- 
then such person may go to Snn Francisco 
get into debt, and at the end of a year plead 
the "Foreign Limitation Act, 1859," and 
thus escape paying his debts. Then tho word 
"person," if the law be strictly construed 
(and how else should it be?) would deprive 
partners and corporations of any remedy. 
But a very dangerous part of tho proposedlaw 
is that which states that "any printed copy 
purporting to bo a copy of any foreign act of 
limitation, shall be received as prima faci 
evideuco of the limitation statute of which 
it purports to boa copy." This lays the whole 
open to forgery and fraud, and throws on the 
debtor the trouble of disproving it; which 
should be substituted by simply niakin 
imperative that all such copies be proved to 
be genuine, like any other fact. On the 
whole, whilst we fully believe that some 
relief should ho provided for insolvents, 
whether foreign or British — we believe that 
our true course is to pass a limitation law, not 
longer than two years, and follow it up with 
a simple and inexpensive insolvent law, obvi- 
ating all imprisonment for debt. 

Tiik Cary-NxAS Case. — Evidence as to 
the partnership of Attorney-General Cary in 
the late Victoria Gazette, was taken before 
Judge Cameron yesterday. Mr. Nias testi- 
fied that Mr. Cary was a partner in the con- 
cern ; and asserted that the Attorney- General 
altered and amended articles prepared for 
publication in the Gazette, and exercised a 
general supervision over the conduct of the 
paper. Mr. N. also testified that whenever 
Cary saw a law report in which Barrister 
King's name appeared in a complimentary 
manner, such as : " The case was ably argu- 
ed by Mr. King," " Mr. King pleaded for the 
prisoner in an eloquent and .soul-absorbing 
manner,'' etc.. etc., he invariably scratched 
it out ; and that " he (Cary) always had a fit 
of bile when Air. King's name was mention- 
ed." Mr. Cary denies the truth of the evi- 
dence in toto. 



Curious Case. — Some time since a gen- 
tleman of this city died. The widow and 
friends wished to procure a daguerreotype 
of his loved features before the body was 
consig tied to the tomb. A photographist 
was employed and succeeded in obtaining a 
picture, for which he charged 820. Pay- 
ment was declined by the widow, on the 
ground that while the operator was taking 
the picture he used and destroyed three 
handkerchiefs, one sheet, and a bottle each 
cologne and brandy. The artist sues for the 
amount, alleging that the sheet and hand- 
kerchiefs were necessary, anil thai owing to 
the advanced state of decomposition of the 
body, the cologne ami brandy wore absolute- 
ly required to keep him from fainting while 
taking the picture. The cause will be tried 
shortly before Judge Cameron.

Later from British Columbia. 

The steamer Otter arrived on Saturday 
night from New Westminster. She brought 
140 passengers and 850,000 in gold dust, of 
which amount Ballou's Express had S15,- 
000. 

Several of the passengers were from the 
Cariboo country, and speak in glowing 
terms of the richness of that region. New 
discoveries are being continually made, and 
a "rush" to that locality is anticipated in 
the spring. 

The Navigation Company's steamer Col. 
Moody had made a trip to Fort Yule. She 
carried 30 tons of freight, and steamed over 
Emory's Bar Kapids with 85 pounds of 
steam ; while it required 95 pounds to make 
Union Bar Riffle, three miles above Fort 
Hope. The steamer experienced no diffi- 
culty in making either the up or down trip. 
She went up in three hours, although she 
drew three feet of water. This, we suppose, 
explodes the idea of the impossibility of 
running a steamboat to Yale.

THE GOVERNOR'S VISIT — THE NEW TRAIL. 

Editor British Colonist — The principal 
feature that I have to chronicle from these 
parts since my last, is the Vice-regal visit 
of His Excellency James Douglas and suite, 
who honored us with a stay of some twenty- 
four hours, on their way back from Uock 
Creek. The results of this visit cannot by 
any means be termed barren, as the open- 
ing up of a communication with Dewdney's 
trail, by means of a good road, is now un 
/ait accompli. I belive I mentioned in my 
last that the Governor had ordered a road to 
be cut from the South Fork, but I was not 
aware at the time that it was intended to 
run so far as the new trail, or that it was 
■such a good trail as it is now reported to be. 
Mr. Allison, who had the management of 
the affair, returned here yesterday, and re- 
ports having opened up the road some tlnrty- 
Jour miles, to where the eiminears, who are 
surveying for Dewdney's party, are en- 
■camped. It appears that thi.s road was first 
cut for the Hudson's Bay Company in '56, 
by Mr. Ogilvie, and that it was used one 
season by the Brigade, but afterwards aban- 
doned at the time of the Fraser river excite- 
ment. Parties who have been out on it 
report that it is now in first-rate condition, 
anil can be (ravelled over by wagons for the 
first twenty-five miles. As the Governor 
and party returned to Fort (lope by this 
ruute, and also the pack train of Mr. Harris, 
I have no doubt but that you will receive 
full particulars before this reaches you. 
The importance of the new road, both to 
Fort Hope and the Rock Creek and Simil- 
kanieen districts, cannot be over-est, mated. 
The distance between the Forks and the 
first mentioned place, can now be set down 
at seventy miles, over a really good road, 
which it is thought can be traversed during 
a great part of the winter. It is expected 
that provisions will be cheaper here very 
soon, as packing can now be done with 
profit at from eight to ten cents, there being 
plenty of grass along the route. Dunbar, 
the Expressman, came through by Dewd- 
•iiey'.-< trail for the firs'. time,;and arrived here 
on the 30th. He report* the road very good 
up to its junction with the Bellingham Bay 
.trail, which is very swampy, and rendered 
almost impassable by fallen timber. Now 
the South Fork trail being opened, it will 
obviate the necessity of proceeding by this 
road, except pel haps for parties bound from 
Hope tu the Kamloops. 

MINING NEWS. 

In mining matters I have little news to 
report. Two or three fresh companies have 
set to work to turn the channel of the river, 
and will no doubt do well this winter. A 
party of four men working just below mo on 
the South Fork, in the bed of the stream, 
which they turned round the side of 00 Island, 
are averaging half an ounce a day per man, 
and one of them panned out a nugget weigh- 
ing over five dollars yesterday. .Mr. Mar- 
shall, of New Westminster, has also com- 
menced sluicing in the bed of the river, with 
a party of French Canadians, and the com- 
pany arc getting their shoroof the ore. I 
BOW a piece of quarts picked out of the river 
by Mr. M., about the sizo of an egg, and full 
Of gold, both seamed and speckled. This is 
the first piece of auriferous (piartz that I 
hava icon here, and owing to the absence, in 
any quantity, of that ore, the miners are 
coming to the conclusion that the gold must 
have been washed from the gravel hills and 
slides on either side of the river. Mr. Mar- 
shall has recorded a claim for two sluice- 
heads of water to be taken from tho river, 
and intends cutting a ditch and bringing it 
to a large flat, which prospects remarkably 
well. 1 believe that the flats, when they are 
worked will be found richer than the pre- 
sent channel of the river. It is a difficult 
matter to sink n hole through some of them, 
owing to the large boulders, and tho depth 
of the bedrock. A Mr. Whit worth has also 
recorded a water privilogo on it creek about 
one mile below the forks, and purposes bring- 
ing water to a bar near the mouth of it. The 
miners generally are making preparation! 
for winter, and thoro are about a dozen log 
cabins built or under weigh on the South 
Fork. A Mr. Johnson, and the late Deputy 
Sheriff of Fort Hope, have just opened a 
store on the river, and wo have also a pros- 
pect of milk and butter in the spring, as a 
ranch is in course of formation at WnipSAW 
Creek, and two cows aro already on the spot. 
PRJMCMPTING land. 

An uttache of tho Colonial Secretary's 
Office ImH pro-emptcd nonio land opposite the 
lettlfltnent »t tho Fork (which has been 
christened J'rincetown, by the Governor) 
and has commenced fencing and otherwise 
improving it. 



MISCELLANEOUS. 

No officials have as yet been appointed 
for the Similkameen, and a Recorder of 
Claims is much needed by the miners. At 
Rock Creek Mr. Cox has been appointed 
Commissioner, Collector, etc., and a Deputy 
Collector has also been stationed at the 
mouth of the Similkameen. Of course you 
will have heard all the particulars of His 
Excellency's visit to Rock Creek, where he 
met with a very cordial reception from the 
miners. It is to be hoped that from this 
time the duties will be collected regularly 
at that place on goods coming in from the 
Dalles, 'and that the Collector will not take 
the valuation of the Oregon invoices, which 
are pretty sure to be "salted," but tax the 
articles at their market price either at New 
Westminster or on the Creek, otherwise Vic- 
toria will not have fair play. Now that a 
good level trail exists from Fort Hope to 
Rock Creek, a distance of some 170 to 180 
miles, it will be solely owing to a want of 
spirit and enterprise, if our traders cannot 
compete with thoue of Oregon.

Progress of New Westminster — Str. Col. 
Moody arrived at Yale— The " Colo- 
nist" the People's Paper. 

New Westminster, Oct. 19, 1800. 
Editor British Colonist: — The Colo- 
nist. I find, is one of the great facts of these 
colonies — having a far larger circulation in 
New Westminster than even the New West- 
minster Times itself. "The Colonist," 
said a man on the street to me this morning, 
" is the people's paper, and the people pat- 
ronize it." Thn folks here, as at Victoria, 
are indignant at the contents of the " Occa- 
sional Papers," and long and loud are the 
accusations brought against the " model 
letter writer." 

Not having seen New Westminster for 
eight months, I was hardly prepared for the 
palpable signs of improvement everywhere 
visible. Trees are gone, and houses now 
stand in their places. Many of the houses 
are built in superior style. Near tho Wes- 
leyan Church, Mr. Calder has nearly com- 
pleted a large and comfortable house, anil 
another is about being erected near it. Near 
Scott's wharf, and adjoining Lylton Square, 
two large buildings, each 0G feet front, are 
to be built forthwith : whilst on every hand 
confidence is expressed in both this city and 
the entire colony. Columbia street is to be 
graded from end to end. The grading to be 
of the width of twenty feet. May and Doug- 
las streets are to be cleared from the River 
to the Iluyal Avenue; whilst advertisement) 
are issued soliciting tenders for cutting down 
all the trees on the public lauds in the city. 
The Council seems to be possessed of ener- 
gy, and if the colony should be blessed with 
representative institutions, and a truly lib- 
eral policy, this place must of necessity 
become of importance. 

I fear the people in Victoria have been 
blinded to ttie true position of New West- 
minster. Its inhabitants are both intelligent 
and energetic, and so far from being in a 
state of banishment, are in many respects 
comfortable and contented. 

The Col. Moody leaves to-day for Hope, 
with full freight, leaving much behind. On 
her last trip she went through the rapids to 
Yale— a feat due to the energy of Capt. 
Irving. 

I saw twenty-eight fine potatoes taken this 
morning from a single stalk. So much for 
New Westminster.

Lane's Maflio was 
good, and Mr. Potter, as tho Duke, surpassed 
all previous effort*. Tho dance by Miss 
Sweut, was vory chaste and beautiful, and 
was well worth tho piice of admission.
